FRENCH EXPECT 
GERMAN PROPOSAL 


Meanwhile Communists 
of 10 Countries Called 
Upon to Fight Hitler- 
ized Germany. 


MOSCOW, April 21.—(4)—The 
Frenco-soviet negotiations for a pact 
of mutual military assistance were 
officially announced today to have 
been temporarily halted. 

Foreign Commissar Maxim Litvin- 
off was reported to be en route here 
from Geneva, having been called back 
to Moscow to report to the council 
of the peoples’ commissars. He was 
expected to arrive tomorrow or Tues- 


day. 

The announcement concerning the 
negotiations gave no details. The pact 
was supposed to have been initiated 
at Paris shortly and Foreign Minis- 
ter Pierre Laval was to come to Mos- 
cow for the formal signing of the 
agreement. 

Informed quarters in Paris report- 
ed yesterday that the celebrated 
Franco-Russian mutual assistance pact 
had been held up by difficulties in 
drafting and would”~ remain 
Signing until Litvinoff returned to 
Moscow for conferences. 

Officials in Paris insisted, however, 
that it would be initialed in a few 
days by the French foreign ministry 
and the Russian ambassador to Paris. 

A hitch in negotiations was report- 
ed to have occurred at Geneva, where 
Foreign Ministers Pierre Laval: and 
Litvinoff conferred during the session 
of the League Council, At this time 
it was reported France was unwilling 
to sign an automanc mutual assistance 
clause upon which Russia was insist- 


ng. 

These difficulties, however, were re- 
ported to have been smoothed over, 
with an agreement reached on the 
‘main lines of the pact. 


PARIS EXPECTS NAZI OFFER 
FOR ARMS NEGOTIATIONS 
PARIS, April 21.—(4)—French of- 
ficialdom was. pictured tonight as 
awaiting, without much enthusiasm, 
an expected offer of negotiations from 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler following what 
was called his “insolent” protest 
against Germany's condemnation by 
the League of Nations Council. 

Meanwhile, a French newspaper 
reported today the alleged existence 
of a secret military alliance between 
Germany and Poland (denied in Ber- 
lin) as soviet’s Russia attempt to ne- 
gotiate a pact with France develop- 
ed into “indefinite postponement.” 

The German note of protest, issued 
Saturday, “gives Hitler time to con- 
sider.” it was said in authoritative 
quarters, indicating a belief that Ger- 
many'’s virtual isolation at Geneva 
was causing Hitler to “think.” 

Some, however, considered the note 
a proclamation of Germany’s “hon- 
or,” which would be satisfied with 
nothing short of abolition of 
treaty of Versailles. 

The German note was thought here 
to be influenced by:

money. 

“If the government starts cutting 
us off and keeps assessing taxes, Mr. 
Roosevelt wili find that someone else 
can stage a Boston tea party,” ie 
said.

Among them was Ira Harrvlson, 
former president of the Atlanta school 
board, who said Long's followers 
would place his name in nomination 
in the Georgia presidential preferen- 
tial primary next year.

IN CHINA DROUTH

NANKING, China, April 21.—(/) 
An estimated 12,000,000 persons are 
suffering from drouth-induced famine 
conditions in eight provinces of China 
and hundreds of thousands have been 


reduced to eating the bark of trees, | 


roots and evém clay, relief workers 
disclosed today. 

One investigator found a father who 
had sold his 18-year-old son for the 
equivalent of about $2, and another 
case where a husband had sold his 
wife for $23 in Chinese’ currency 
(about $8). 

China’s capital momentarily has 
lost interest in. national politics in 
the face of an urgent social problem 
created by the influx of thousands of 
refugees from famine-afflicted areas. 
Relief workers here estimated that 
20,000 destitute persons have thrown 
themselves upon the charity of this 
city alone, 

Hunan, Anhwei and Hupeh prov- 
inces are the most acute sufferers, 
Especially Hunan. Last summer's 
scorching drouth is the basic cause 
of the suffering, but recent wide- 
spread communist pillaging in the 
westward flight before Chiang Kai- 
Shek’s armies have increased the toll. 

John Earl Baker, of Eagle, Wis., 
adviser to the Inter-Provincial Drouih 
Relief Association, estimated after a 
tour of central China, 1,600,000 per- 
sons are in»acute need of help, while 
about 800,000 are receiving aid in one 
form or another. Chinese relief agen- 
cies have donated much financial as- 
sistance. About $1,000,000 _ silver 
($400,000 in American currency) has 
been dispensed throughout the Drouch 
Relief Association. Half of this was 
donated by the Chinese government.

L. E. Dunston, 37, today was found 
in a vacant lot with a deep gash on 
her head. She died later in a hos-

Police and sheriff's officers said 
they believed she was robbed, struck 
on the head and dragged to the lot, 
about 75 yards off Second avenue, a 
residential street. 

Officers said the woman’s husband, 
a motion picture machine operation 
at Lindale, Ga., a mill town about 
five miles from here, reported to them 
last night that she was missing. 

Police-said she was seen last night 
about two blocks from where she was 
found barely alive about 8:30 a. m., 
today by Andrew Cooper, an insur- 
ance man, who was returning home 
after attending early morning Easter 
services. 

Officers reported they learned she 
left home yesterday afternoon to do 


some Kaster shopping. A new dress 
and shoes were found near Mrs. Dun- 
ston in the vacant lot. 

An empty purse was discovered 
nearby. : 

Police and sheriff's men both were 
working on the case but reported late 
today they had no clues, 

Mrs. Dunston is survived by three 
daughters, ranging in age from 17 to 
4 years.

TO REOPEN TOO 
AS HEARS START 


Economy League De- 
mands Defeat of Com- 
promise; Major Meas- 
ures Face Rocky Road. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—(/)— 
A blunt demand for defeat of the 
Harrison compromise bonus bill went 
forth today to senators grappling pon- 
derously, and in some confusion, with 
an immense Roosevelt legislative pro- 
gram. 

In a letter to the entire member- 
ship, Henry H. Curran, director of 
the National Economy League, said 
the bonus compromise—which Sena- 


jtor Harrison, democrat, Mississippi, 


has forecast would be accepted by the 
president—‘‘is about 10 per cent com- 
promise and 90 per cent surrender.” 


“Of course,” Curran added, “the 
Patman and Vinson bills are even 


worse thau the Harrison bill. All 
three of them ought to be killed and 
killed quickly.” 

His letter reached Capitol Hill as 
the senate finance committee sched- 


uled bonus hearings beginning tomor- 
row. But what worried democratic 
ehieftains was to find three of the big 
bills on which congress must act be- 
fore quitting, all tangled up in this 
single finance group. 

A survey, taken as warm weather

—the social security program and 
NRA extension bill—were log-jammed 
in the finance committee back of the 
bonus issue,

Looking back over the almost four 
months of the session, democratic 
leaders found they had sent 70 bills 
to th» president, but only one of them 
was a major administration measure— 
the $4,880,000,000 work relief law.

NEW YORK, April, 21.—@)— 
Divergent reports on the state of the 
country were gleaned tonight from 
newspaper publishers here for the 
annual meeting of the Associated 
Press and of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association. 

Clark Howell, editor and president 
of The Atlanta Constitution, express- 
ed the belief that the business outlook 
was better than it was a year ago 
and predicted that President Roose- 
velt “will carry Georgia in 1936 under 
any conditions and regardless of what 
happens.” 

Howell termed “unfortunate” the 
attack -of Governor ‘Talmadge, of 
Georgia, on President Roosevelt and 
the New Deal. 

“The outlook is better than it was 
a year ago, though business is not 
yet up to normal,” Howell said. “If 
we could only have renewed contfi- 
dence, business would go ahead with 
increased interest. It ‘is just lack 
of confidence, uncertainty as to what 
the country is going to do, that is 
holding back recovery.” 

Meeting Convenes Today. 

The Associated Press annual meet- 
ing will convene tomorrow forenoon at 
the Waldorf-Astoria hotel and on 
Wednesday. the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion will. begin its convention. 

Today newspaper owners from the 
‘four cortiers of the nation came inte 
town. Some of them took advantage 
of the mild spring weather to saunter 
onto the avenue and join the Baster 
parade. Others took a fling at golf 
courses in Westchester and Long Is- 
land. But by evening the lobby of the 
Waldorf was the host to half a dozen 
little groups of publishers, greeting 
each other, chewing on cigars and ex- 
changing news of the newspaper busi- 
ness and of conditions in general 
throughout the nation, 

Gannett Alarmed Over AAA. 

Frank KE. Gannett, of Rochester, 
N. Y., president of the Gannett news- 
papers, was frankly alarmed over 
the future of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration. 

Coming north from Florida he said 
he was “surprised to find such a 
change in opinion” regarding the 
present order. In particular he found 
consistent. opposition to the cotton 
processing tax, which he termed “a 
concrete illuétration of the absurdity 
of the economics of scarcity as op- 
posed to the economics of abun- 
dance.” 

“When you attempt to raise prices 
by making things scarce and restrict- 


ing production,” said Gannett, “soon- 
er or later you will find it leads to 
disaster. 

“The cotton situation is alarming. 
We have been trying to raise the price 
of cotton above the price in the world 
market and it just can’t be done. 

“Not only the planters, but the tex- 
tile mills in the south and New Eng- 
land are finding the cotton program 
unworkable.” 

Frederick FE. Murphy, publisher of 
the ‘Minneapolis Tribune, said that 
Minnesota, and to-a somewhat lesser 
extent. the Dakotas, were in “better 
condition than they have been in 
years at this season.” 

“In the main,” said Murphy, “Min- 
nesota*“and the Dakotas are for the 
AAA.”

NEW YORK, April 21.—()— 
A’ two-hour work-day, complete de-

Presidential Backing, Provides Money

WASHINGTON, April 21.— 
Presidential approval was claimed to- 
day for a new move toward a “planned 
economy” in which money and credit 
could be deflected from industries al- 
ready producing surpluses and used 
instead to develop fields where de- 
mand exceeds domestic supply. 

It was disclosed that the house 
banking committee had inserted in tlhe 
omnibus banking bill, which has 
caused such a stir in political and 
financial circles, this language: 

“It shall be the duty of the Fed- 


‘eral Reserve Board to exercise such 


powers as it possesses in such man- 
ner as to promote conditions condu- 
cive to business stability and to miti- 
gate by its influence unstabilizing 
fluctuations in the general level of 
production, trade, prices, and employ- 
ment, so far as may be possible with- 
in the scope of monetary action and 
credit administration.” 

Marriner S. Eccles, governor of: the 
Federal. Reserve Board, suggested the 
committee put these words in the bill. 
And usually well-informed committee 


members, who asked their names not 
be used, said Eccles had a presiden- 
tial indorsement of that amendment. 


> In fact, one of them went so far 
as to add: 

“The president wants us to pass this 
bill, if we have in it that ‘stabilization 
instruction.” 

A number of reasons, committeemen 
said, influenced the president's decis- 
ion to approve that new language 
in the banking bill. One was the in- 
sistence by big businessmen and fi- 
nanciers upon dollar stabilization. It 
was said that while the instruction 
to the Federal Reserve Board might 
have little effect internationally, it 
would, at least, tend to stabilize do- 
mestically everything that business 
wants stabilized. 

+ Another more practical reason was 
given also. There was a strong drive 
in the house banking committee to 
create a federal monetary authority 
with sole control over currency is- 
suance., Presidential financial advis- 
ers objected to that, so it was dropped. 

Then it was suggested that the 
Reserve Board be instructed to stabil- 
ize prices at the 1926-1929 average lev- 
el. An amendment to that effect, it was 


disclosed, was voted down by the com- 
mittee by more than two to one—

100,000 TAKE PART 
IN VATICAN EASTER 


Pope Pius. Appears. Be- 


fore Flock ‘To Impart} 


Solemn Benediction. 


VATICAN CITY, April 21-4) 
The Roman Catholic world made 
great St. Peter’s basilica the focal 
point of all symbolic religious inter- 
est today as Pope Pius appeared be- 
fore his Roman flock te impart a 
solemn Easter Sunday benediction. 


The pope was clearly seen by more 
than 100,000 persons who jammed St. 
Peter’s plaza to receive the benedic- 
tion and to hear the proclaiming of 
the plenary by Cardinal Dean Pig- 
natelli de Belmonte. Thirteen cardi- 
nals were present, and among the au- 
dience was Princess Torlonia, for- 
merly the Infanta Beatriz, of Spain. 

Many persons had stood in the 
plaza all last night to be in places of 
vantage for the benediction. 

This was brought clearly to them 
by loud speakers stationed around the 
plaza as the pope, accompanied by 
cardinals and bishops of the ponti- 
fical court, appeared in the central 
loggia of St. Peter's and intoned his 
blessing before the kneeling throng. 

Previously the inside of the great 
basilica was the scene of one of the 
most elaborate church ceremonies 
held since the many canonizations 
and special ceremonies marking the 
holy year which ended Jast- April. 

Noble and Swiss guards and papal 
gendarmes armed with sabers an 
rifles and wearing the plumes, shakos 
and patent boots of a by-gone mili- 
tary era, were posted at portals and 
aisles from early dawn onward. 
Their duties were to shepherd and 
control the eager crowds who pressed 
into every corner of the gigantic 
cathedral in the hope of a glimpse 
f the pontiff. 
Following the ceremonies at St. 
Peter’s and every other basilica and 
church in Rome’ this morning: most 
Italians retired to their homes for 
merry-making and grateful feasts sim- 
ilar to the Thanksgiving celebrations 
of the United States. 

After a few hours of feasting in 
commemoration of the resurrection 
many thousands of Romans again fe- 
turned to St. Peter's this afternoon 
to witness the procession of the three 
Maries.

TAIHOKU, Formosa; Monday, April 
22.— (UP)—Thousands of people were 
killed and injured in a series of terrifie 
ea-thquakes Sunday which tumbled 
houses and big buildings into the 
‘streets and started fires which added 
to one of the worst disasters since the 
Tokyo earthquake and fire of Septem- 
ber 1, 1923. 

The known ‘dead in Taibo; “and 
}wiecinity, in the northern tip of tais 
mountainous Japanese island off the 
China coast, tesig bight totaled’ 2,495 with 
the injured approaching 6,000. Au- 
thorities believed the death toll might 
approach but not exceed 3,000. 

The casualties mounted hourly as 
reports filtered in from the provinces, 
also widely stricken by the tremen- 
dous shocks. 

Authorities estimated 12,122 houses 
were destroyed and 11,346 badly dam- 
aged. Taihoku, the capital of the 
island; was badly hit, but other dense- 
ly populated areas reported casualties 
and great property damage, including 
Naihosho, Kamiokd, Shimizugai and 
Byoritzu. At least 20,000 persous 
were living in the streets. 

Doctors Scarce. 

Relief work was hampered serious- 
ly by a lack of competent physicians 
schooled in modern surgery. 

Women who escaped injury or death 
in the disaster volunteered their serv- 
ices, carrying water to the sufferin 
victims and ministering tradition 
home remedies to those hurt. 

The Formosan government, .in an 
emergency action to cope with the dis- 
aster, authorized immediate expendi- 
ture of 16,000,000 yen (approximately 
$4,480,000) to finance relief work. 

The shock struck at 6 a. m. Thou- 
sands of homes, most of them the 
flimsy native houses that fall or burn 
easily, fell at the first quakes. 

Communications “were disrupted, 
Electric plants in many cities were 
ruined and lanterns and native oil 
dips were the only illumination to- 
night, hampering rescue and first aid 


work. 
Tunnels Collapse. 

A dozen highway tunnels leading 
through the massive Taiwan range 
that runs the length of Formosa cok 
lapsed. 

Blockade of these tunnels tempo- 
rarily isolated remoter valleys of the 
island, many of which lie within the

Editor’s Note: The Constitution this morn- 
ing presents the fifteenth of a series of 
features dealing with Atlanta ministers and 
their sé¢rmons. On succeeding Monday morn- 
ings, other clergymen will. be shown in 
their pulpits, together with abstracts of 
their messages. 


Dr. Walt Holcomb in his Easter 
sermon at the Decatur First Method- 
ist church, of which he is pastor, 
spoke on “Life Again.” His text was 
“Tf a Man Die, Shall He Live Again?” 
Job 14:14. An abstract of his sermon 
follows : 

“This is the most universal ques- 
tion that has ever been asked. It is 
doubtful if anyone has lived long 
enough to understand death who has 
not raised this question. 

“Job seems to have been laboring 
between doubt and faith, despair and 
hope, ignorance and knowledge, an- 
ticipation and. realization. The little 
‘if’ with which he begins his specu- 
lative reasoning flashes interrogation 
points on the screen of our minds, 

“There is no question about man 
dying. If the silent, unreplying dead 
had as much title to the dirt of the 
earth as the active, responsive lir- 
ing, the world would be a universal 
graveyard. 

“But the question is raised regard- 
ing life after death. ‘Shall he live 
again?’ inquires Job. While Job may 
have known little or nothing = of 
science, philosophy, or psychology, his 
question places us in the realm of the 
natural, mental and moral. 

Tells of Resurrection. 

“In the context, Job tells us about 

the reSurrection in fhe vegetable 


nurtured. the soil féd<by the 
rain and ‘warmed by “the sunshine. 
bursts forth into life again. He rea- 
sons from this fact through analogy 
and tries to satisfy his mind that 
when man is buried in the earth that 
he shall come forth some resurrec- 
tion morn. Science in answering 
Job’s question does not affirm or 
deny that after man is dead that he 
shall live again. The best science cat 
say is it is impossible for man to live 
again. 


“Some scientists who are very re- 
ligious will answer the question for 
themselves in the affirmative. Other 
scientists with an agnostic leaning 
will answer for themselves in the 
negative. 

“The psychologist is also at sea 
in the presence of this ancienj, uni- 
versal question. The relation of the 
human brain to the soul or mind of 
man determines his hope or despair. 
The materialistic psychologist says 
that the mind is a mist thrown off 
of the brain or a light created by the 
brain will tell you that when man 
dies that the soul or mind of man 
disappears. 

The realistic psychologist who af- 
firms that the brain is a creature of 
the mind will tell you that the mind 
survives after the brain dies. 

The evolutionary position would be 
that the soul is becoming more inde- 
pendent and freeing itself from the 
incumbrances of the brain, points in 
the direction of iminortality. There 
is an uncertainty that arises in all

man shall live again. 
Philosophy and Immortality. 

Philosophy delves into the depths 
of mind and soul. The result has been 
that philosophy says it hopes that 
man will live again. A longing for 
immortality which has been ex- 
pressed by human beings in all ages, 
in all nationalities is the philosophi- 
cal basis for immortality. The Egyp- 
tians in building the pyramids and 
embalming their dead were Jed to this 
means of the preservation of the body 
so that the mummified body would 
be present to join the soul in the 
future. In the burial shroud they 
placed a label saying, ‘Man shall live 
again: The philosophy of the Greeks 
recognized that this longing for im- 
mortality should be satisfied. 

This universal longing for immor-

Away batk 
in the long ago Job, while peering 
into the future said, ‘I know that 
My Redeemer liveth, and that he shall 
appear at the last day, and when 
worms have consumed my body yet 
in my flesh I shall see God.’ 

“Jesus Christ went ahead of Con- 
fucius, Buddha, Mohammed, —Socra- 


tes, Plato and other ancient setigk , 


and declared, ‘I am 
and fhe’ life.

he live, and whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in Me shall never die.’ He 
brought life and immortality. to light. 
Life and immortality had been buried | 
in the dark regions of the soul from) 
the dawn of time, but it was only 
when Christ came that the darkened 
windows were opened and the closed 
doors swung ajar and life and im- 
mortality came to light. 

“This Easter morn, the anniversaly 
of the resurrection of our Lord, is 
a foretoken and foregleam of the res- 
urrection of our loved ones and our- 
selves. Of all the graves in the worid 
there is but one self-émptied tomb, 
that in the garden of Joseph near 
the hill of Calvary; which gave up 
Christ. With that one empty tomb 
we are guaranteed that. at the last 
day every other grave shall open and 
the sea shall give up her dead, and 
that all men shall rise again, some 
to eternal life and others to everlast- 
ing shame.”

THE BODY.

functional health; at least individuals 
have remained in good condition when 
the salt intake was reduced to half 
a teaspoonful a day.

what is variously called “water poi- 
soning,” “heat cramps’’ or “stoker’s 
colic.” This is a condition of violent 
muscular cramps occurring when 
through excessive sweating the store 
of salt in the blood and tissues has 
been depleted, for salt is the impor- 
tant substance in the water excreted 
in sweat. The condition is prevented 
by the practice of taking some salt 
along with each drink of water, either 
dissolved in the drinking water, or 
swallowed in the form of a tablet, or 
with some highly salted morsel of 
food. Persons who suffer oppréssion 
from extremely hot weather should 
remember that plenty of salt as well 
as plenty of water is more refresh- 
ing than water or any beverage with- 
out the salt. 


Many gourmands acquire the habit 
of seasoning everything excessively 
with salt, although the salt naturally 
present in such foods as milk, meat, 
eggs, fish, cheese, butter is sufficient 
for all needs of the body if the diet 
is not restricted. One wha is fellow- 
ing a diet largely vegetarian gets less 
salt and may advantageously use more 
salt as a condiment. 

The practice of salting butter and 
cheese in the making is much over- 
done, whether from perverted taste or 
from a desire to sell salt at butter 
or cheese price. People who never 
eat “sweet” (unsalted) butter will be 
pleased with this natural] food if they 
will use it in place of the salted kind 
for a few days. :

of the big public debt, Secretary Mor- 
genthau today offered holders of Lib- 
erty loan bonds an opportunity to ex- 
change them for new—but lower-in- 
terest rate—federal securities. 


Outstanding first Liberties, ag Da 
gating $1,933,000,000, already 
been called for redemption June 15. 
Today's refu offer consisted of 
2 7-8 per cent 25 year bonds and 
1 5-8 per cent treasury notes. Neither 
issue could be bought for cash but 
were obtainable only upon presenta- 
tion of a first Liberty bond. 

The Liberties have been paying their 
owners from 3 1-2 to 4 1-2 cent 
and costing the government $71,000,- 
000 annually. The maximum inter- 
est that could be paid on the exchange 
was $55,000,000, and that amount 
only in the event the entire conversion 
were made in bonds.

FLEETWOOD HITS CLAIMS 

OF STATE REPEAL RETURNS 

Claims of repeal forces that the 
scrapping of the prohibicion law would 
bring three million dollars to Georgia 
counties was branded Sunday by Mil- 
ton L. Fleetwood, state director of the 
Georgia Temperance League, as “ut- 
terly childish and ridiculous.” 

“They sare hardly worthy of note,” 
Mr. Fleetwood said, “but they do re- 
mind me of the old saw: “If we had 
some ham, we would have some ham 
and eggs, if we had some eggs.’ 

“Tt is utterly impossible to figure 
the revenue that would come to Geor-' 
gia from repeal, but it is unreasonable 
exaggeration to set any such high 
figure as that claimed by the repeal 
forces. 

“With the tax fixed in the bill to be 
voted on May 15 at 10 per cent of the 
price, this means that Georgia muat, 
to produce the $3,000,000 figure, con- 
sume the enormous amount of $30,- 
000,000 worth of whisky each year. 
This amounts to approximately a 
quart of whisky a month for every 
man, woman and child in Georgia. 

“Nothing eould better illustrate the 
hope of the wets that repeal will mean 
such a flood of liquor in Georgia that 
conditions will be intolerable.”

G. O. P. Demands Four- 
Point Change in Roose- 
velt Policy. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—(/)— 
A republican onslaught upon the New 


Deal today demanded a four-point 
change in policy and called the Roose- 
velt program “radical.” 

Henry P. Fletcher, chairman of the 
republican national committee, made 
the demand while plans were shaping 
for a wide-phased program of re- 
publican activity designed to tell the 
country what they think of the dem- 
ocrats. 

Malling the republican party ‘“‘pro- 
gressive because it has been conserva- 
tive,” Fletcher said in an article writ- 
ten for the Associated Collegiate Press 
that “the planned economy of the 
Wallaces, Warrens and Tugwell is 
merely a ‘New Deal’ version of the, 
Marxian philosophy.” 

“And the president is responsible 
for their acts and must approve of 
their public utterances or he would 
dismiss them,” he added. 

Fletcher’s four points included a re- 
turn to stable currency, bringing fed- 
eral expenditures to within a rea- 
sonable distance of féderal income, 
halting the wse of federal funds “to 
set the government up in competi- 
tion with private business,” and. stop- 
ping “the definite movement toward 
state socialism which has for its pur- 
pose if not the ownership at least 
the rigid government control and op- 
eration of agriculture, finance, busi- 
ness and industry.” 

“Glorification of Unfit.” 

“The ‘New Deal’ is basically: As it 
is now practiced, the glorification of 
the unfit at the expense and to the 
injury of the fit,” Fletcher said, “Un- 
der its philosophy the provident will 
have to look after the improvident, 
the shiftless and the lazy ‘until all 
are reduced to the lowest common 
Marxian denominator.” 

The article came from Fletcher 
while plans developed for building up 
the republican committee organization, 
promoting a series of regional repub- 
lican meetings and generally stirring 
partisans into a whirl of activity that 
will take them into the 1986 cam- 
paign. 

A meeting of a dozen or more re- 
publican leaders yesterday gave ap- 
proval to the ideal of regional con- 
ferences with an idea of evolving the 
principles which will underlie their 
1936 platform. They emphasized that 
these meetings should steer away from 
talk of candidates.
